Wax From Apiary. 

To get the most wax from an apiary 
It pays occasionally to scrape the 
frames, honey boards jirid the Inside 
i f the hives, and when old frames are 
lirolvca up. They do make nice kin- 
dling wood, but before using them 
they should be boiled, for there is 
wax atleUng to tba old framee even 
after tbey ara aeraped ■oomingly 
clean, aad as oaeh pound of wax rep- 
reaeata aoTeral pounds of hmii'v. .-ill 
eapptngs removed when iJiepariim 
combs for the extractor, all sciapiii^.'^ 
and trimmings and bits of drone comb 
arc to ba lavad aad readerad tato 
wax.

Scald oat tba foaatalna with boiling 
water, tbea ftamo tham la oqM water. 
After they are reinatalod in tbe poul- 
try bouse put a little tincture of iron 
or copperas in the water. This opera- 
tion should be performed at least 
twice a week

Por aucb ambaahtag, aptoteh bags 
liberally with aelor «r alaa decorate 
them with gilt aad altrar atara. paated 
nn the atdea, and tie their necks with 
pay rlhhon. pnttlng InsMe ,1 ruffle of 
fringed crepe paper tnatcliiiiK the rlU- 
lion-colfjf. 

Kdihles, of <onrse, must he bngg<'d 
very shortly liefnre being distributed. 
I< ed tartlets, small pretty fancy cakes, 
nuts, raisins, hits of crystalllaad Unit, 
all make admirable fllllnga. 

What outnaar of aweota, (rnlta, ean- 
dlea, nuta, etc., appear moat dapaad, 
of - conrae, upon tha hoa t aaa. She will 
not err if tha aaadlaa are largely 
home-made and plentifully reinforced 
with fresh frnit and good cake. N'ufs 
;ire essential, but should not he eaten 
loo liberally. Tho best preventive of 
.such excess is a satlsfylnjf menu. Here 
is one that should appeal to huntiry 
young creatures, yet do them no sort 
of harm. 

Hot Ohocolate or Cocoa with Whipped

Make chocolate as you like; but 
have plenty of hot milk, also boiling 
water, at hand, so It can bO Vaflaft to 
suit individual tastes. 

For the chicken biscuit begin by 
roaatlng a fine tat ehlokan, duly 
waabed aad tmaaad, p a aa a d all over 
and bacofroorarad oa uo btaa a t Do 
not atnff It. bnt pnt inalda half a doaen 
stalks of celery and a peeled aad quar- 
tered apple. I.ay a few more atalks 
of celery In the bnir. which noeds a 
small lump of bnlttr in addition to 
thick greasing, K( al, and cook done, 
taking care the h-.m does not break. 
Remove carefully I'roni the hag, and 
while Btlll hot, mince the meat as fine 
aa you can, mincing also the apple and 
celery, which will be cooked rery aoft. 
Taate. It the light aaaaonlng which 
the chicken bad la InaaflBdent, add 
more salt and a bare dnatlng of pep* 
per. riMl and black. Pour upon the 
minced mass tho gravy from the bag, 
add a very littU^ more butter and a 
spoonful or so ot cream, nii^c well, put 
In a frofih well Kn uKt'd ba^ and heat 
for five minutes. Take up and put by 
spoonfuls, rather scant om s, between 
hot biscuit, which have been rolled 
thin and baked doable, after brushing 
orer the lower one wltb melted butter. 
Keep hot In'alde a bag. in tha hot atove 
where the flame ia out, until needed. 

For sweet potato biscuit, boll aoft 
a quart of Kound potatoes and peel and 
mash line while hot, taking out all 
lumps and strings. Mix witli its own 
bulk of tlnnr sifted with a teaspoon- 
t'ul of b:ikin^ powder. Shorten well 
with butler, wet up rather stiff with 
sweet milk, roll out, cut In small 
rounda and bake in a greaaed bag with 
a tiny hide in the upper aide. Fifteen 
mlnntea ought to be long enough. 

Mlace tumovera, which explain 
themaelves, must be very smalL Make 
the original round of paste about four 
inches across. IMit only a teaapoonful 
of mincemeat upon it, fold it over very 
neatly and pln< h the edges well to- 
gether. Flatten and cook Inside a but- 
tered bag. 

For the Icecream sandwlehea, cut 
very thin slices from a thiCk loaf of 
pound cake, troat the allcea upon one 
Bide and lajr them tagather. tw» aad 
two, naked aidea tonehlng. At earring 
time, cut a very thin aUoa of Icecream, 
lay It deftly between two ot the 
frosted cake slices, and pasa on to be 
eaten at once. 

This second menu may please some 
households better. It Is suited to after- 
noon serving, rather than evening.

For oyater pattlee, bake ahella of 
puff paste inside paper bags, cool, and 
fill with oysters prepared aa for oyster 
sandwiches. rrei)aro chicken as for 
the chicken biscuit, but bako It lu tiny 
turnovers. HoU the bones of it with 
a Utile fresh celery aud & sliced to- 
mato to BMke the broth. 

Cut the oranges carefully around, 
remove the peel in two aectioiu and 
notch the adgea of aachi thua making 
pretty cnpa. BUee the tratt thin, tak- 
ing away atrlnga aad i^ta plthjr rlad. 
arraage la the evpa, cover acith angar. 
put a little abraded crystallized 
on top and keep cool till wanted. 

Bake the sponge cake in a square 
shallow mould. I^t it get cold, cut 
iu xmiill squares, frost with tinted 
IciiiK .iiiil serve In a basket lined with 
whi i paper frills.

Advice by an Expert on Agricultural 
Matters — The City on the Farm — 
Notes on Chicken Raiains— 
Car* of tha Lmni.

bi aa.^ >. ' 1 < sa\ c in a (lualified niaii- 
ner. Huiidrcil^, yes, prol)ably thou- 
sauds of city men have gone into 
farming in aome of its branches and 
hsTe baMi siitlrely Bucceeuful. Pos- 
sibly M msiiy more have t«ti«n 
same step and have been nishty gUd 
to give up their Independence for a 
regular Job at the risk of some one 
else. As in all filh r independent pur- 
suits, it depeiuls almost entirely on 
the man.

of it is hard work, with plenty oi 
penplrattOB mixed in. It means long 
lM«n> from before dawn until after 
dark, most of tha year. City farmers 
who have failed have been, for the 
most part, tboae who expectad to put 
in an eight>bow day aad IsC aatsra do 

the rest. 

The fact that must be borne In mind 
Is that naturi' by herself rarely pro- 
duces proliiatili croiis. The profit in 
farming is represented by the differ- 
eaoe between what nature would pro- 
daoe if left alone, and what man 
forces her to produce by his thought 
and work,. the coat of his work being 
deducted from the groas receipts 
fron' tlie crops Work is what makes 
•for success in farniiiig as in any other 
line — work and careful planiiiiiK 

W( are entirely safe in saying here 
that a city bred man of intcllipence 
and perseverance can undoubtedly 
make as good a living on the farm as 
he can in buaineas, on the average. 
If he has to do manual work, as he 
certainly will, bis reward will come In 
strong muscles and a cltar, fresh 
brain. If ho has to put it: Innt'.r 
hours, he will be able to sb eii niKlns 
and awake in 'in nioiuiiiK as frt sli 
a hid. The lowly natural thinps that 
iie comes in contact w ith In his daily 
work are at least as nature madu 
them, which cannot be said of the 
filthy surroundings in most sections 
of every large city. 

What line should a dty man take 
up In order to be reasonably sure of 
Biuccss at the start" Subject to local 
conuitic ns. we would name the follow- 
iUK list of aKricultural i.iirsuiis in the 
order of their prfcidi nc< : Poultry 
and fruit, dairy farming, small fruit 
farming, truck gardening. A number of 
other special local lines could be add- 
ed, but we do not advise any inex- 
perienced nan to attempt general 
farminc or tbe handyns of a larce 



tract of land until he has had time to 
become familiar with general farming 
practice. It is absolutely certain that 
any of tba above lines, carefully han- 
dled on a small acale. wUl enable a 
man to eamabandred dollars a month 
on an aTarsge, over and above n- 
penses, provided he owns his land and 
buildings. Aa he becomes familiar 
with his problems he can hire Others 
to work for Iiim and matMtaUjT la> 
crease his own income.

Starting With Chickens. 

Thousands of new flocks of chick- 
ens will be started off this spring with 
great anthoslasm aad still greater as> 
pectatlons. It happens so erery year. 

The fifty or sixty Odd poultry papers, 
the hundred odd agricultural and hor- 
ticultural journals, the several hun- 
dred poultry shows Riven each year 
by as many local poultry as!!Ocla- 
tlons. I ill tliousands upon thousands 
of establisli.d bleeders of pure fowls, 
the agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment atatlons— all of these agencies 
are dding a mighty work In thair af> 
forts to Intereet all of us In poultry 
keepinp 

We believe, with the poets, that 
" 'Tis bettcT to lia\ i loved and lost, 
than never to havi- loved," and it Is 
doubl:. tiiK that any one will be bet- 
ter off and have a broader outlook, be 
nearer what be or she should be, by 
having got bsek Into touch with na- 
tsra throtti^ ths ears of Uttle sUek- 
ens and thaIr parents. If. at the same 
time, you have not made a financial 
success, it will be nobody's fault but 
your o\sn, unless you are a victim of 
circumstances beyond control. 

fimall flocks of chickens can always 
be handled profitably by observing a 
few very simple rules. It is only with 
great big flocks that the odds are 
against us. In starting oat at this 
tiBM of ths ysar. one can either buy 
eggs and hateh then, or day-old chicks 
can be purchased and raised, either 
with hens or small brooders. For a 
person (entirely unfamiliar with poul- 
try, the '.di al sc heme is to go to some 
poultry raiaer and buy from him a 
! hen with her sU^ias ilrssJr 
batched.

If the chicks have a large range you 
need not bother about grit, charcoal 
ur meat food, but these article s must 
be supplied If chicks cannot pick up 
gravel and Insec ts. 

After chicks begin to fsathsr. keep 
cracked dry boaa boUva thasi; feed 
two fssda of a Hlsturs of oracked 
com two parts, wheat one part, hulled 
oats one part, and one fi ) ci of very 
stiff prepared wet iiiash c wtv day.

son so many new lawns tall Is because 
the soil which la taken ont In ex- 
cavating for the new honse Is spread 
over the lot, covering up the old sur- 
fhee 'soil. The deep or sub-soil Is 
worthless for growing anything, not 
because it contains no plant food, but 
because its plant food is held In such 
chi-inical conibinarions that plants can- 
not digest it. .Action of frost, air. sun- 
light and bacteria, must take i)lace be- 
fore the plant can live in it. If this 
ssflaTats4 soil mast be osed for grad- 
ing gaip os i is, cover It with three 
Inches of good loam' or Msek osrth If 
you want grass to grow there. 

Qiven ordinary surface soli to start 
with, the first step is to plow or spaiie 
it about six inches deep. At this time 
turn under a good cover of stable 
manure and then work the soil to a 
tine seed bed. Just as for a garden. 
Level the surface, fill in the hollows 
I and then broadcast a commercial fer- 
tiliser, using about one-fourth pound 
to tha sqaars yard. A good fertiliser 
is comp o ssd of oas part morlats of 
pota^ five parts steamed bone meal, 
one part alaked lime. It will be well 
to use the lime anyway, as It puts tbe 
soil In fine shape, although it is with- 
out value as direct plant food. Now 
roll the ground to make it firm and 
form a good passage up for the water 
in the sub-soil. Just as soon as the 
soil has been rolled It should be raked, 
or harrowed with a fine tooth harrow, 
the aeed ahould be sown brosdeast, 
aad tha SOU shoald ha laksd or*har 
rewsd erassways, tor sovar tbe seed 
lightly.
